DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS 
WILL BE THROWN OUT 


Plan To Reseat Governor Peabody 
in Face of the Heavy Majority 
Given Adams Will Be 
Fully Carried Out by 
Republicans. 


Denver, Col., January 3.—At noon to- 
mcrrow the legislature which wilj settie 
the gubernatorial contest between gov- 
ernor Peabody and Alva Adams, will be 
called to order. It is expected that all 
of tomorrow wil] be required for the 
work of organization and that no action 
wil] be taken that has direct bearing on 
the governorship. 

If anything is done toward organiza- 
tior it will be the settlement of contests 
ef which there are a number both in the 
senate and the house. It is practically 
certain that the first things that will be 
done by the senate after it is in working 


order will be the unseating of Senators | 
Robert H, Born, of Alamosa, and Daniel | 


Healy, of Leadville. Their seats will be 
€iven to the republicans, James B. Dick 
and Jesse McDonald, The jatter is lieut- 
erant governor-elect, and will retain his 
eeat as senator only until such time as 
he is sworn into office. 

Democrats To Work Plank. | 

There is a strong probability that the 
democratic senators, Griffiths, Hughes, 
Bailey and Hil], wi also be asked to 
_ walls the pldnk: but action in their cases 
may be deferred somewhat. There are 
feur contests in the house, all of which 
Wilt undoubtedly be decided in the favor 
of the republicans, as that party has a 
strong majority in both branches of the 
+e giglature. 

The make-up of the legislature wil] be 
at the opening tomorrow and without 
reference to any of the contests: 

Senate—Republicans, 19; democrats, 

House—Repubdlicans, 47: democrats, ‘18. 

On Joint Ballot~—Republicans, 66; demo- 
crats, 33. 

No intimation was givén by the su- 
preme court this afternoon as to the 
time when it would hand down its de- 
eision on the application of Alva Adams 
to have the ballot boxes used at the last 
election in this city examined, but by 
the attorneys on both sides, it is be- 
lieved tNat an announcement will be made 
by the court in the morning. 

The attorneys for Mr. Adams this 
morning made a strong effort to have the 
inquiry confined to the ballot boxes only 
and urged that it be not extended to 
the registration slips and the poll pooths. 
An inquiry of this magnitude, they con- 
tended, would consume the greater part 
of a year and wold entail expense 
which could not at this time be even es- 
timated. They declared it unfair, in their 
opinion, that when their client had made 
application to the court for a order, it 
should be extended by the court beyond 
what it had asked. They were willing, 
they said, to have the Inquiry assume 
any scope if the republicans paid for It 
as their own, but they did not believe 
that Mr. Adams should be asked to pay 
the expenses of an investigation so much 
more extensive than that he had asked. 

Republicans Oiter To Pay. 

Attorney Henry J. Hersey, for the re- 
publicans, insisted that the full score of 
the alleged frauds could not be shown by 
an examination of the pahot boxes, only, 
and declared that if Mr. Adams was un- 
able to endure half the expense of the 
inquiry the republican party would stand 
all the cost. Attorney C. 8. Thomas, for 
Mr. Adams, repeated his former state- 
ments as to the inability of Mr. Adams 
to pay for sUch an elaborate investiga- 
tion, and asserted that if the investiga- 
tion was ordered by the court to include 
all the election machinery, his cflent 
wculd be compeNed to withdraw his ap- 
plication for an investigation, “be the 
consequences what they may.” 

The republican leaders and attorneys 
were in session late tonight discr@sing 
plans of procedure. It wag not defi- 
nitely decided what would be adopted. 
It maybe decided to allow the investi- 
gation of the legislature to follow after 
that ordered by the supreme court; or 
the legislature may inaugurate an inves. 
tigation of its own and then deciare that 
the frauds discovered in certain districts 
in the city of Denver have been of such 
2 eharacter as to vitiate the election in 
those districts, or it may be decided to 
seat Governor Peabody by the passage 
of a resolution. 

The democratic plans are dependent 
upop the line of action taken by the re- 
rublicans, but Mr. Adamg said today 
that he would continue the fight until 
there was absolutely no hope of success,

HITCHCOCK WAS FOUGHT 


velt Would Hemove Secretary, 
but the Latter Is Now Being 
Supported—Senator Mitch- 
ell Is Involved.

Washington, January 3.—(Special.)— 
Washington has made a highly interest- 
ing discovery. It is the ‘“‘why’’ of the 
retention in the cabinet of Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, of Missouri, as secretary of 
the department of the interior. The rid- 
dle is solved by the action of the Oregon 
| srand jury which has found indictments 
‘against Senator Mitchell and Represent- 
‘ative Binger Hermann, of that state, 
‘for complicity in land frauds against the 
government. Cases are pending against 
other western men of prominence. fhe 
land fraud scandal is pronounced the 
greatest that has ever developed under 
the interior department; the men charg- 
ed with complicity are being pursued 
with relentless vigor; the man responsi- 
| ble for this is Secretary Hitchcock. 
| For three or four years the strongest 
' possible pressure has been brought to 
force Mr. Hitchcock out of the cabinet. 
Western men and a good many others 
‘of political prominence have been )am- 
mering at Hitchcock, who has been pic- 
tured as everything undesirabje—cold, 
distant, without political influence, a 
detriment to the republican party. It 
has been complained that his hide is of 
rhinocerous. quality, the evidénce being 
his refusal to take to heart the vari- 
ous and sundry hints that he should 
resign, hints coming from the highest 
isourcé; the systematic. campaign against 
‘him has been so skillfully conducted that 
Washington long since accepted the estl- 
te of his enemies. 

Roosevelt Did Not Like Him. 

For a time President Rocsrevelt was 
sone of those who accepted this estimate. 
‘Cold and distant and uncommunicative, 
‘he found gis secretary of the interior; 
i Mr. Hitchcock ‘“‘got on ‘his nerves,”’ one 
of that gentleman’s fellow-cabinet mem- 
‘bers explained to me, and there can be 
‘no doubt that there were veiled, if not 
‘open, hints suggestive of withdrawal. But 
;that time has passed. President Roose- 
i velt is now of Mr. Hitchcock’s 
strongest admirers, won by the perfect 
‘honesty of the man and by his relent- 
iless pursuit of the land grafters, high 
land low. “He's just like a bully  bull- 
| dog,” the president is quoted as say- 
ling. “When he gets ‘this teeth into a 
grafting case, all the political influence 
\On earth cannot shake him loose.” And 
this fs true. 

Now the president ig heart and soul 
with Secretary Hitchcock in his de- 
termination to purge the department of 
guilty officials and to push to punish- 
ment everybody who has been implicated 
in the frauds by which the government 
has been robbed of hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of valuable western lands. 

The fact that Senator Mitchell and 
Congressman Hermann, former head of 
the general land office, figure in the list 
of those accused with improper transac- 
tiong makes no difference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt any more than it does 
with Secretary Hitchcock. These men 
have not been proven guilty simply be- 
cause they have been indicted; but it is 
a fact that both have for a long time 
had their knives out for Secretary 
Hitchcock, which does not help them in 
popular estimation—though even a cir- 
cumstance of this sort must not be 
taken as proof of guilt of any crime, or 
even of direct connection with crim- 
‘inals. Both Senator Mitchell and Mr, 
‘Hermann strongly protest their inno- 
cence and talk of persecution, and they 
must be given full credit for innocence 
unless their guilt is proven. 


| A Gigantic Conspiracy. 

| But there seems no question that some- 
‘body, indeed a govd many somebodies, 
‘has been engaged in improper transac- 
‘tions by which large quantities of the 
(public lands of the west have been se- 
lcured from the government. There fg 
‘no direct connection between the land 
‘frauds unearthed in California and all 
‘those alleged in Oregon, though the 
methods pursued were much the same. 
When the forest reserves were set 
‘aside in Oregon and California by the 
'president’s proclamation, a large number 
of claims were at once filed in the 
names of persons who asserted they had 
long before settled these Iands, and 
iwere, therefore, entitled to them under 
ithe homestead laws. These claims were 
‘always sustained by affidavtts and evi- 
‘dence, much of which is now claimed to 
have been forged. The total amount of

‘is vindicated by a victory in Manchuria. 
Equal resentment is aroused by foreign 
\criticism of General Stoessel for blow- 
ing up the ships jn the harbor and de- 
the town.é6f Port Arthur: when 
ould no longer defend them. 
Reports from Port Arthur of the, straits 
to which the garrison was reduced be- 
fore it surrendered are daTmost unex- 
sampled. It is quite true that some ex-

The revolu- 
tionists who had intended to mark the 
event with demonstrations, evidently 
found the moment inopportune, and no 
disturbance is reported anywhere in 
Russia today. Nevertheless, that the 
revolutionists intend to make every use 
of the fall of the fortress later is not 
doubted. 

The government's position is a difficult 
one. It has enemies ready to take ad- 
vantage of whatever course it adopts, 
and peace under present conaitions prob- 
ably would compromise the dynasty 
more than the determination to continue 
the war to the bitter end. 

The emperor will arrive here today and 
a council] of his advisers will likely be 
held imirs®diately. Much as the situa- 
tion is complicated by agitation at home, 
the war party seems still completely in 
the ascendant and the indications are the 
emperor’s advisers are practically unan- 
imous that Russla’s prestige abroad and 
boot security of the dynasty at home 
make it impossible for Russia to accept 
la humiliating peace dictated by Japan

Ships, Forts, Guns, All Armament, 
Docks and All Government Prop- 
erty To Be Turned Over to 
Victors By Capitulat- 
ing Garrison. 


HE text of the articles of capit- 
ulation of the Port Arthur gar- 
rison signed by the commis- 
sioners representing General Stoessel 
and General Nogi has been made pub- 
lic. 
All Russian soldiers, marine and civil 
officials of the garrison and harbor are 
made prisoners; all forts, batteries, 


vessels, munitions, etc., are transfer- 


red to the Japanese in the condition in 
which they existed at noon of January 
3, violation of this clause to operate 
as an annullment of the negotiations, 
giving the Japanese army warrant to 
take free action; the Russian military 


| and naval authorities are to furnish to 


the Japanese army an exhibit of all 
fortifications, underground and sub- 
marine mines, a list of military offi- 
cers, of ships and the numbers of their 
crews, and of civilians of both sexes, 
with their race and occupation, and +l 
public property, as butidings, muni- 


tions of war, etc., to be left in the 


present position pending arrangement 
for their transference. Officers of the 
army and navy are permitted .o retain 
their swords and such of their per- 
sonal property as is directly necessary 
for the maintenance of life, and with 
one servant each may, upon signing 


their parole not to take arms during 
_the continuance of the war, return to 


Russia. 

Non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates will be held as prisoners. For 
the benefit of the sick and wounded 
Russians, the sanitary corps and the 
accountants belonging to the Russian 
army and navy will be required to 
serve under the Japanese sanitary 
corps and accountants for such period 
of time as may be deemed necessary. 

According to dispatches from Gen- 
eral Nogi’s headquarters, the fortress 
was to be formally delivered to the

OKIO, January 3.—(Evening.) 

—A telegram from General 

Nogi, giving the text of the ca- 
pitulation convention was received 
this afternoon. It is as follows: 

“ARTICLE 1—All Russian soldiers, 
marines, volunteers, also government 
ofiicials at the garrison and barbor of 
Port Arthur are taken prisoners. 

“ARTICLE 2—All forts, batteries, 
warships, other ships and boats, arms, 
ammunition, horses, all materials for 
hostile use, government buildings, and 
all objects belonging to the nussian 
government snall be transterred to taw 
Japanese army 10 their existing condi- 
tion. 

“ARTICLE 3—-On the preceding two 
conditions being assented to, as @ 
guarantee for the tulfi:lment thereof, 
the men garrisoning the forts and the 
batteries on Etse mountain, oungshu 
mountain, Antse mountain and the 
line of eminences southeast therefrom, 
shall be removed by noon of January 
3 and the same shall be transferred 
to the Japanese army.

Originally the army numbered 35,000. 
Eleven thousand nave been killed; 16,000 
are wounded, or sick, and 8,000 remained 
inthe forts, of whom, however, 2,000 
Were unable to fight. 

Tt is learned that when General Stoes- 
eel wrote to General Nogi regarding the 
@urrender of the fortress he said: 

“TJ have 8,000 men in the forts, and 
€.000 of these are able to fight. If you 
@o not accept my proposal these men will

times tNeir number of kill them.” 

During the siege 265 per cent uf the 
garrison were put out of action. This 
remarkable fact was due to wounded 
men returning to the front. Cases have 
been recorded where men have gone to 
hcespitals four times, returning conval- 
escent to the forts. 

The number of officers killed was 
trcportionately greater than in any bat- 
tle known to history.

General's Reports Fold of Hor- 
‘ible Conditions 


Fourteer Thoisand Men Were in 
Hospitals Toward End of Siege. 
Had Only 10,000, with 
His Ammunition Com- 


pletely Exhausted. 


St. Petersburg, January 3$.—General 
Stoessels dispatches by way of Chefoo 
to the genera] staff relate how the posi- 
tion of .the fortress of Port Arthur 
ean became less safe and more 


critical, the ravages of scurvy increas- 
‘ing enormously the casualty usts already 
so considreable from the Japanese as- 
saults and bombardments. 

Toward the end of the year the sup- 
plies of ammiinition completely gave out, 
there were 14,000 sick and wounded in 
the hospitaJs and 300 fresh casualties 
coming in daily. The general reports 
that at the end of the siege ..e had enly 
10,000 men under arms, the remainder 
of the original garrison having been 
either killed or disabled, 

The text of General stoessel’S dispatch 
follows: 

On December 28 the general wrote: 

“The position of the fortress is becom-~- 
ing very painful. Our principal enemies 
are scurvy, which is mowing down the 
che men, and 11-inch shells, which know 
no obstacle and against which there is 
no protection. There only remain a few 
‘who have not been attacked by scurvy. 
We have taken al the possible measures, 
but the disease js spreading. The passive 
‘endurance of the enemy's bombardment, 
the {11-inch shells, the impossibility of 
| replying for want of ammunition, the 
outbreak of scurvy and the loss of a 
|mass of officers--all these causes dimin- 
| isin daily the probabilities of the defense. 
Heavy Losses of Officers. 
| “The tale of the losses of high officers 
‘{s an indication of the enormous losses 
‘we have sustained. Of tén generals, two, 
Kondravenko and Tzarpitsky, have been 
killed, Razenatovesky is dead, two are 
wounded, myself and Gennadeire, while 
Gorbatowsky is suffering from con- 
tusions. : 

“Of nine regimental commanders and 
colonels, Prince Matchabeli Naoumenka 
has been killed; Dourire and Glagenlw 
inna succumbed,, to wounds, and four 
others have veen wounded. One lieuten- 
ant colonel has beer Killed and two are 
wounded.” 

On December 
wrote: 

“At 10 o'clock yesterday morning the 
Japanese blew up part of the parapet of 
the fort No. 3. They afterwards made a 
severe bombardment on the whole front, 
especially on fort No. 3. At about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon they dashed to 
the attack of the parapet from the moat 
and Glaots, where they had been held.

‘fort the Japanese became masters of the 
i whote north front, and the fortress can 
hold out only a few days more, We have 
almost no ammunition. I will take meas- 
ures to prevent carnage in the streets. 

“Scurvy is sensibly weakening the gar- 
rison. I have now under arms only 
10,000 men, all sick. 

“Generals Fock and Nikitina have been 
veritable. heroes and admirable collab- 
orators.” 

“Among the other high officers there 
was an enormous percentage of killed or 
'wounded. Many companies are com- 
‘manded by ensigns, and the companies 
only average sixty men strong. 


| Japs Bombarded Hospitals. 

| “The Japanese since December !8 have 
| refrained from assaulting. ‘Yesterday 
they exploded a mine under the fortifi- 
‘cations of fort No. 5, and about a score 
(of Japanese mounted the rampart, but 
‘were exterminated ty bayonets and 
|}hand grenades. In revenge, the Jap- 
| anese bombarded all nizht long and all 
'day long, with Il-inch shells, especially 
‘the fiospitals and ambu:ances, although 
| knowing full well that there was no 
possibility of our wounded joining the 
ranks of the defenders. 

“There are 14,000 sick and wounded 
in the nospitals, and the number in- 
creases by about 700 daily.” 

General Stoessel’s dispatch of Decem- 
ber 28 and 29, painting the harrowing 
‘picture of the depleted and exhausted 
‘garrison fighting on hopelessly, was 
| posted on the bulletin boards this after- 
noon and attracted enormous crowds 
/ Whose grief at the fal] o* the fortress 
Was swallowed up by admiration for the 
heroic defenders. The war office and ad- 
|miralty were soon besieged by grief- 
stricken relatives and friends of those 
|at Port Arthur, eagerly asking for news, 
|but the staffs were comp'etely without 
| details and could give none. 

The city is perfectly quiet, the agita- 
| tors finding that the people were in no 
mood for demonstrations against the 
government. 

It is presumed that the emperor is 
already acquainted with the detailed 
terms of the surrender, it being assumed

Let the persons 
harmed or annoyed present a petition to 
‘the attorney general setting forth the 
‘facts, and {ff in his judgment they show 
a case of habitual] falsehood, defarnation 
‘and scanda! so as to constitute a public 
 nulsance, let him file a bill in the court 
of common pleas having jurisdiction, 
asking for an abatement of the nuisance, 
‘and let the court have authority, upon 
sufficient proof, to make such abatement 
by suppression of the journal so offend- 
ing, in whole or in part, as may he 
necessary. Since both the attorney gen- 
eral and the courts would have te can- 
cur, the rights of legitimate journalism 
are sufficiently protected and it is only 
in an extreme case that the law could 
be invoked. For that case it providcs 
a remedy.”

since the incoming cotton has been mark- 
ed up. 

It appears from the figures today, 
however, that the shipments, from the 
territory which Augusta drawn from, 
have fallen off for the past few days. 
and the farmers of this section are not 
only holding their cotton, but many of 
them are holding it at home, evidently 
for the purpose of saving storage. 

The figures ‘posted today show the 
stock in Augusta at noon to have been 
96,643 bales, as against 87,19! for the 
same date last year. With just about 
that amount in the warehouses Friday 
it was expected that the stock wouid 
run up to the largest record ever shown 
for the local market, but the stock is 
still somewhat under the record already 
obtained in Augusta this year. A short 
time ago the stock was something over 
98,000, which) made a-new record for 
the city of Augusta. 

The figures shown today do not indi- 
cate that the shipment of cotton in Au- 
gusta has decreased because of the fact 
that the crop in this section has ail 
been stored rather reports from other 
sources plainiy show that a fair pex- 
centage of the cotton yield is still in the
